However,  in  keeping  with  the  good  faith 
agreements  that  enabled  the  1935  reform,  we  would  object  to 
the  reversion  of  any  monies  so  saved  from  the  assessment 
process.

California  just  survived  a  devastating  natural  disaster  but  the 
human  tragedy  behind  the  story  was  barely  covered  in  the  national 
news . 

In  two  weeks,  thousands  of  farm  workers'  lives  were  also  destroyed 
by  California's  Freeze. 

You've  supported  the  United  Farm  Workers  in  tragic  times  before 
and  we're  counting  on  your  support  today.  We  urgently  need  your 
help  to  aid  the  thousands  of  workers  victimized  by  the  Freeze. 
Take  a  moment  and  listen  to  Ventura  Orozco's  story: 

Ventura  is  worried  that,  under  the  current  law,  he  could 
be  deemed  a  public  charge  and  have  his  residency 
revoked. 

Ventura  had  just  been  granted  his  permanent  resident 
status  when  the  Freeze  hit.  He  lost  his  job  as  an  orange 
picker  and  now  must  decide  whether  he  should  jeopardize 
his  future  in  the  U.S.  by  applying  for  public  assistance 
to  feed  his  children. 

In  story  after  story,  workers  tell  us  of  fears  similar  to 
Ventura's.  They're  worried  about  how  long  it  will  take  before  they 
can  return  to  their  jobs.  They  worry  about  homelessness,  about 
their  children  and  about  their  future  in  this  country. 

What's  worse,  the  Freeze  hit  so  severely  that  it  may  take  workers 


up  to  a  year  to  recover.  Olive  and  avocado  workers  are  afraid  that 
the  damage  to  the  crops  is  permanent.  Workers  in  citrus  groves 
aren't  sure  if  the  trees  will  recover  in  time  for  next  year's 
harvest . 

Only  one  thing  is  certain  -  the  Freeze  hit  hard  and  the  need  is 
immediate . 

We  expect  federal  funding  for  disaster  relief  any  day  now.  In 
response  to  the  many  workers  who  will  be  applying  for  federal  aid, 
we'll  be  setting  up  UFW  Disaster  Relief  Centers. 

Volunteers  will  be  available  at  the  Centers  to  help  workers  fill 
out  applications  and  provide  translations  and  referrals.  We'll  be 


ready  to  help  workers  seeking  unemployment  and  medical  benefits. 
We' 11  be  able  to  advise  workers  with  questions  about  their 
immigration  and  eligibility. 

We'll  also  be  advocating  for  public  and  private  assistance  and, 
with  the  help  of  farm  workers,  petitioning  for  emergency 
unemployment  insurance. 

Our  volunteers  are  ready  now,  but  we  can't  do  it  alone.  Your 
contribution  will  help  us  provide  the  necessary  services  to  the 
many  workers  who  will  be  turning  to  us  for  assistance. 

Yet,  quite  honestly,  the  most  tragic  part  of  this  story  is  not  the 
lack  of  work  or  the  ruined  landscape. 

December' s  Freeze  was  a  cruel  blow  to  workers  already  laboring 
under  disastrous  conditions. 

The  weekend  of  January  2  6  -  27,  workers  from  several  Farm  Workers' 
Union  Committees  came  together  here  in  La  Paz,  our  international 
headquarters  in  California.  Their  stories  spoke  not  only  of  the 
Freeze  but  of  their  lives  before  the  disaster. 

One  by  one,  the  workers  at  the  meeting  took  to  the  podium  and 
spoke  about  the  harsh  reality  of  the  fields. 

Everyday,  they  must  labor  over  fields  sprayed  with  toxic 
pesticides  and  pray  their  children  will  not  fall  victims 
to  cancer  or  birth  defects. 

They  must  endure  inhumane  working  conditions  such  as 
dirty  bathrooms  and  unsafe  drinking  water. 

They  must  continue  to  labor  long  and  difficult  hours  for 
poverty  wages  in  a  multi-million  dollar  industry. 

They  must  continue  to  fight  for  Union  contracts  and  free 
Union  elections  even  though  California' s  Agricultural 
Labor  Relations  Act  is  supposed  to  protect  and  guarantee 
these  rights. 

The  United  Farm  Workers  will  continue  to  work  to  end  these 
injustices  -  but  we  need  your  help. 

Our  plan  is  to  return  to  the  cities  in  full  force  and  spread  the 
boycott  message  to  millions  of  consumers. 


Our  past  victories  have  taught  us  that  consumers  are  the  most 
critical  force  behind  our  boycotts.  Everyday  they  make  decisions 
at  their  supermarkets  critical  to  thousands  of  farm  workers  -  and 
critical  to  their  own  lives. 

Grapes  continue  to  receive  more  pesticide  spraying  than 
any  other  food  crop  in  California.  What's  worse, 
pesticide  residues  cannot  be  completely  washed  off  so 
consumers  and  their  families  are  unknowingly  exposed  to 
the  pesticide  threat. 

We  know  that  while  workers'  pleas  for  justice  go  unanswered, 
growers  cannot  ignore  the  economic  pressure  created  by  a  consumer 
supported  boycott . 

With  the  boycott  as  our  focus,  we'll  be  setting  up  Public  Action 
Centers  in  17  cities  across  the  U.S.  and  Canada.  With  the 
pesticide  threat  affecting  us  all  it's  obvious  that  the  boycott 
message  is  not  just  for  farm  workers.  It's  for  the  sake  of  all  of 
our  lives.  It  is  about  information  and  public  action.  It's  about 
safety  and  justice.  It's  about  your  right  to  know  about  the  food 
on  your  table. 

The  boycott  message  can't  stay  in  the  fields.  That's  why  United 
Farm  Workers'  volunteers  will  be  leaving  La  Paz  and  other  rural 
towns  and  moving  into  the  cities. 

But,  to  be  honest,  leaving  the  safety  of  our  homes,  our  friends 
and  our  neighborhoods  will  not  be  easy.  Many  families,  couples  and 
individuals  will  be  relocating.  Our  strength  and  hope  lies  in  the 
dignity  and  urgency  of  our  message. 

My  son,  Anthony  and  his  wife,  Anna  will  be  moving  from 
California  to  the  East  Coast.  Despite  the  normal 
anxieties  of  uprooting  a  family  to  a  far  off  city, 
Anthony  and  Anna  know  that  organizing  in  a  city  will 
also  mean  endless  hours  of  difficult  work. 

In  addition,  they  worry  about  having  to  displace  their 
three  children,  Cesar,  10,  Robert,  7  and  Nicole,  4. 
Cesar  has  talked  to  his  dad  about  the  anxiety  of  leaving 
his  friends  and  starting  off  in  a  new  school.  Anthony  is 
also  worried  about  leaving  his  family  for  a  month  before 
they  can  join  him.  But,  he  says,  "...the  kids  know  why 
we're  going... and  we'll  stay  as  long  as  it  takes." 


Moving  to  these  far  off  cities  will  involve  the  sacrifice -of  many. 
Please  help  make  their  efforts  worthwhile  by  supporting  us  with 
your  contribution. 

Your  generosity  will  help  provide  housing,  food  and  travel 
expenses  to  the  dedicated  volunteers  who  will  be  working  in  the 
cities.

I've  just  returned  from  a  three  day  Jobs  With  Justice  convention 
with  over  150  union  and  community  organizers  in  Denver,  Colorado. 
Jobs  With  Justice  is  a  union-backed  campaign  for  workers'  rights- 
-made  up  of  local  coalitions  that  include  labor,  community,  and 
civil  rights  organizations. 

The  primary  focus  of  the  Denver  meeting  was  to  plan  Health  Care 
Action  Week  for  the  first  week  of  June,  1991.   During  that  week, 
participating  union  and  community  organizations  will  mobilize 
their  members  to  take  action  demanding  major  health  care  reform. 

Throughout  the  week,  local  coalitions  will  conduct  educational 
and  action-oriented  events  at  public  and  unionized  work  loca- 
tions.  On  Thursday,  June  6,  1991,  Jobs  With  Justice  will  target 
the  insurance  industry.   In  every  state,  demonstrations  will 
protest  the  insurance  industry's  major  role  obstructing  national 
health  care  reform.   The  industry  also  contributes  significantly 
to  runaway  health  care  cost  inflation  and  denies  coverage  to 
millions  of  Americans  who  need  it  the  most. 

I  am  writing  to  request  a  meeting  to  review  the  purpose  and  goals 
of  Health  Care  Action  Week  with  you,  and  to  discuss  specific  ways 
that  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  could  assist  in  building  local 
coalitions  in  many  Massachusetts  cities  and  towns.

DRAFT  JWJ  GOALS  FOR  HEALTH  CARE  REFORM 

America's  health  care  system  is  in  crisis.  The  U.S.  spent  almost 
$600  billion  on  health  care  in  1989,  consuming  a  record  proportion 
of  the  national  income.  At  the  same  time,  record  numbers  of  people 
are  uninsured,  government  health  programs  have  been  cut,  group 
health  plans  are  under  attack  by  employers,  and  insurers  are 
stepping  up  measures  to  remove  high  risk  individuals  from  coverage. 
The  solution  to  America's  health  care  crisis  is  a  comprehensive, 
unified  national  health  program  that  assures  quality,  affordable 
health  care  for  all  regardless  of  age,  sex,  employment  or  health. 

The  U.S.  can  implement  a  national  program  covering  all  citizens 
without  spending  more  than  we  currently  spend  nationally  on  health 
care.  To  provide  quality,  cost  effective  health  care,  the  new 
system  should  include: 

•  coverage  of  all  residents  without  regard  to  age,  sex,  health 
status  or  employment  status  and  free  from  financial  barriers 
to  care. 

•  coverage  of  all  medically  necessary  services  without  out-of- 
pocket  charges. 

•  freedom  of  choice  of  providers? 

•  elimination  of  the  inefficient  private  health  insurance 
industry;  establishment  of  a  unified,  national  administrative 
structure. 

•  rational  and  equitable  distribution  of  health  care  resources 
through  capital  budgets  with  government  oversight; 

•  effective  cost  controls  through  fair,  uniform  fee  schedules 
for  physicians,  global  budgets  for  hospitals,  and  expenditure 
caps  on  total  national  spending; 

•  progressive  financing  through  corporate  and  individual 
taxes.

COORDINATED  CAMPAIGN  ANNOUNCED  BY  USWA  AT  RAVENSWOOD  ALUMINUM 

Charleston,  WV  —  The  United  Steelworkers  of  America  today 
announced  it  is  escalating  a  coordinated  campaign  aimed  at 
resolving  a  lockout  of  1,700  members  employed  by  Ravenswood 
Aluminum  Corp.  in  Ravenswood,  W.Va. 

George  Becker,  USWA  international  vice  president  for 
administration,  and  Jim  Bowen,  director  of  USWA  District  23,  said 
in  a  joint  statement:  "We  intend  to  escalate  our  efforts  and 
resources  on  a  national  level  to  promote  resolution  of  the  lockout 
at  Ravenswood  Aluminum." 

According  to  the  USWA  Vice  President,  the  union  is  starting 
a  "consumer  alert  campaign"  in  the  general  public  and  among  union 
members  across  the  nation  that  informs  them  about  products  that  use 
aluminum  made  by  the  scab  strikebreakers  at  Ravenswood. 

"We  intend  to  start  by  producing  thousands  of  handbills  to  be 
distributed  in  public  forums  that  describe  products  packaged  in 
aluminum  cans  which  are  made  by  scabs  employed  at  Ravenswood 
Aluminum  Corp.,"  Becker  said.  Explaining  that  the  USWA  has 
information  about  the  use  of  Ravenswood  metal  by  the  two  brewing 
companies,  the  union's  vice  president  said  only  scab  aluminum  made 
cans  are  being  targeted.  "These  same  beer  products  are  also 
available  in  steel  cans,  bottles  and  kegs,  which  we  will  encourage 
the  public  to  buy  as  an  alternative  until  the  lockout  is  resolved." 

Bowen  pointed  out  that  the  handbills  being  used  shows  blood 
as  staining  the  Ravenswood  aluminum  cans,  symbolic  for  the  five 
USWA  members  who  died  at  the  plant  in  the  18  months  since  new 
owners  bought  it.  "Under  the  previous  owners,"  he  said,  "the  plant 
had  only  two  work-related  deaths  in  3  0  years." 

When  the  lockout  began  on  Nov.  1,  1990,  "Ravenswood  has  turned 
the  hills  of  West  Virginia  and  the  community  around  it  into  a 
fortified  police  state  with  a  private  security  force  and  barbed 
wire,"  Bowen  declared.

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Becker  cited  a  list  of  companies  who  have  been  contacted  by 
the  USWA  as  users  of  Ravenswood  scab  aluminum.  All  have  been 
alerted  about  the  lockout  and  the  company's  use  of  replacement 
workers.  "We  have  appealed  to  these  Ravenswood  customers  to 
discontinue  their  purchases,  and  we've  asked  them  for  their 
response,"  he  said. 

Among  the  companies  contacted  are:  Budweiser,  Strohs, 
American  National  Can,  American  Electric  Power,  General  Motors, 
Ball  Metals,  Ford,  General  Dynamics  and  Northrop. 

A  "Steelworkers  Justice  Caravan"  of  10  cars  with  about  40  USWA 
members  from  the  picket  lines  at  Ravenswood  was  scheduled  to  depart 
from  Charleston  today  for  Stamford,  CT.  As  part  of  the  coordinated 
campaign,  the  locked  out  Ravenswood  workers  were  going  to  seek 
meeting  with  the  financial  owners  of  Ravenswood.  Clarendon  Ltd. 
and  Stanwich  Partners  Inc.,  are  together  known  to  own  a  majority 
interest  of  Ravenswood.
